Very new and pretty candle shades 
are made in the simniest possible way. 
The frame is mereiy two wire circles— 
an umbrella shaped affair, with no an- 
gies whatever.

Where Vigor Is Necessary. 

In this day of fashionable glossy 
locks one must cultivate energy or her 
hair will go lusterless.

Massage 
helps, as does electricity, but both are 
of little account if not supplemented 
with the night and morning use of the 
brush. 

Don’t think you are brushing your 
hair if you give it a few languid 
strokes.

Brushing should be vigorous, even, 
with steady strokes that reach down 
to the scalp.

Don’t economize on your brushes.

A patent cannot properly be granted 
protecting the product of mere me 
ehanical skill as distinguished from in- 
vention. Difficulty is frequently ex- 
perienced in distinguishing between 
the two, and the stipreme test for de- 
termining whether a particular device 
is the result of mechanical skill is not 
whether an: ordinary mechanic could 
make the device if it were suggested 
to him, but whethé® he would. make 
it without suggestions save those 
which are prompted by his skill and 
knowledge of his art. 

For example, if a man constructs out 
of iron a machine which had previous- 
ly been made out of wood he does not 
thereby becoine an inveutor in a legal 
sense, because everybody knows that 
any constructot can build a machine 
out of iron instead of wood, But 
suppose that guppowder had just  re- 
cently been discovered and that. the 
man who invented it had applied for 
and obtained a patent upon it. 

He might bave. claimed, “I combine

CIVIL SERVICE REFORM 


The Liberal party claims that it ha: 
taken up the question of reformins 
the Vivil Service in earnest. How it 
has done so may be seen in the man- 
uer in which the Liberal majority iu 
the late House of Commons. quashe. 
every attempt to properly investigat: 
into the state of affairs in the Civi 
Service, and treated the report of it: 
own commission as of little import. 
Still, the party talks reform, and it.is 
up to the local candidate, A. B. Mac- 
donald, to show where he stands iu 
the matter. 

In the election trial of the petitio: 
against the return of Archibak 
McNab, as a member for the county 
of Glengarry, Ontario, in the year 187t 
(the election having been held in 1874) 
it was brought out that a mail clerk 
named McIntosh, appointed by Mr. 
Macdonald, or ‘‘McDonald,” as it is 
spelt, had been promptly dismissed by 
the post office department because he 
had attended election meetings anu 
had voted and been generally advers« 
to the then government. And th 
judge (Wilson) stated, “I have no 
doubt that the vote of McIntosh 

was the occasion of a letter being 
written by the post office inspector at 
Montreal under instructions from the 
head office at’.Ottawa dismissing 
McIntosh from his place in the post 
office. Lieut.-Gov. McDonald in evi- 
ence said that he had received u 
letter from A. B. McDonald, his 
brother, regarding the’ attendance ot 
McIntosh at an election meeting, and 
agling him te chow the latter to My. 
Fournier, post aster general, which 
he did. Hencé the remarks of the 


Has Mr. MeDonatt hanged since 
that date? Do the people believe him 
honest when he advocates Civil Ser- 
vice reform after acting thus? Is it 
not rather a _ proof that he believe: 
that the old systém is still good? To 
the victor the spvils, for a man like 
Mr. McDonald does not easily change 
his views. he principal of the Liber- 
al party is the same now as it has 
ever been, to use the public service as 
a machine, to build it up with party

form of law and was adjourned from 
time to time until the twenty-sixth 
day of June last when judgement was 
delivered, and I have determined that 
the said election was void,’ and that 
the said Archibald McNab was wot 


duly elected andI now certify such 
determination to you. 

‘‘ And further that there was not 
proved before me that any corrupt 
ractice was committed by or wii 
he knowledge and consent of either 
of the candidates at said election. 
“That Allan Ban McDonald and 
John Angus McDop haye been 
proved to have been guilty of corpypt 
practices at the said elections. 

“That corrupt practices have not,

H® fashion of wearing the col-

Por one thing, it exposes 
the sensitive skin of throat and neck 
to wind and dust, making it coarse 
from constant exposure. At the same 
time, ft lays bare to sight the telly 
biack rim about the throat caused by 
wearing the tight, high collars of Jast 
The skin of throat, neck and 
chest will show lack of care more 
quickly than that of any other part of 
the body. 

If Ne pave this ugly -black streak 
about Jour throat, your first treatment 
must bé\towards eliminating it. Cold 
water will stanG«you in little stead: 
ithe neck should be washed with warm 
; water, into which a few drops of ben- 
;moin ‘have been added. This done, you 
j@hould exercise the neck until a free 
; perspiration appears, then again bathe 
it in warm water, and apply the fol- 


lowing lotion, letting it dry on the 
neck: 

Boric acid, 1 drachm; distilled witch 
hazel, 2 ounces; rosewater, 2 ounces. 


S80 many women write to me and say, 
“How can you exercise the neck?” 
This is simple enough. Bend the head 
back and forward and from side to 
side, and you will soon bring on a per- 
spiration, if you have first opened the 
pores by a warm bath. Or jou can take 
a small Turkish towel and rub the neck 
freely with it. The idea is to open the 
pores so that the bleaching lotion will 
give quicker results. This treatment 
-ahould be given gvery night until the 
streak disappears. 


and white should be done at night. If 
you have been out in the air, with sun 
and wind beating against your throat 
all day, then apply cold cream before 
you wash the neck. This loosens the 
dust, when the neck should be wiped 
off with a bit of old linen. If you are 
averse to using cold cream, a very good 
emollient can be made at home. Take 
the white of one raw egg, and beat 
it to a very stiff froth—so stiff that it 
can be turned upside down on the plat- 
ter and not fall. Then put it into a 
bowl and add an equal quantity of 
pure, sweet almond oil. Rub this mix- 
ture on the neck with old linen, wipe 
off with a clean cloth, and then wash 
with soap and water. 

If the neck is tanned and discolored 
all over—by this I mean has no distinct 
streak, butAs simply a muddy color all 
over—I advise the following bleach: 
Five grams of powdered borax, five 
grams of tincture of benzoin, ten grams 
of spirits of camphor, 100 grams of 
pure rosewater. Shake the ingredi- 
ents well until thoroughly mixed, and 
mop the neck with the lotion, letting 
it dry on. 

This lotion can be used twice a day, 
at night and after the morning bath. 
After the morning bath, apply ‘the lo- 
tion and then dust the throat with a 
pure powder.

“ows of the neck, and also distribute 
the lump of fat which often appears 
at the nape of the neck. This latter 
; trouble often gives to a girl a very 
round-shouldered ‘appearance, It is 
not difficult to massage your own neck. 
Cold cream, or the egg and almond oil 
lotion, should b@ applied generously, 
and the massaging done in a rotary 
motion. By this I mean not to scacter 
the fingers over a round surface, but 
to press down the flesh, and roll: or 
rub, so that you causé the flesh to stir 
over the cords in a circular motion. 
Keep on with this treatmen® until the 
whole throat has been covered. Then 
apply the bleach, which is also some- 
what of an astringent, 

Many women are afflicted with a 
goiter, and this, of course, shows very 
plainly when wearing a Dutch neck 
frock. This can be cured in its in- 
fancy, and perhaps the most success- 
ful treatment yet discovered for it 
electricity. However, if a goiter is of 
long standing» and has its settled 
growth, there is little hope of a cure. 
Mothers who see signs of goiter in any 
oftheir children should have it treated 
by a physician at once, and not waste 
time with home cures or advertised 
patent remedies. 

One of the most valuable assets of 
the modern toilet table is the much 
abused lemon. It is perhaps as effec- 
tive @ bleach as can be found. Cut the 
lemon in half and rub the pure juice 
directly upon the throat after bathing 
in warm water. Let the lemon juice 
dry on, If this treatment is too vigor- 
ous, then the following lotion may be 
found effective: Take two heaping 
tablespoonsful of oatmeal, add to it 
one quart of cold water, let come to 
a boil and boil ten minutes. Cpol and 
strain through a plece of cheegtcloth, 
and to the liquid add the juice of two 
lemons and a tablesppoonful of alcohol, 
Apply this with a cloth, not wiping it 
away. 

Warts are very apt to appear at the 
base of the neck, and are most un- 
sightly with the collariess blouse. Get- 
ting rid of them {s a very simple task. 
Many of them can be tied about tightly. 
with a silk thread, and in a few days 
will literally rot off. Again, many wo- 
men have successfully used the sticky 
milk taken from the milk-weed plant, 
applyimg | several mes a day. Warts 
have algo been removed by constant 
applications of wet salt. If the wart is 
stubborn and will’ not yield to this 
simple treatment, then the following 
pomade can be used, but first, make 
sure that it is a wart, pure and simple, 
and not some other complicated growth: 
One ounce of soap cerate; 1 drachm of 
powdered savin, and 1 drachm of pow- 
dered verdigris. Spread this on a piece 
of old kid or chamois, cut in a little
